A complete written statement as to the substance of ahv face-to-face or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application, whether or not an agreement vyith the examiner was reached at the interview.

Examiners rnust complete a two-sheet carbon interleaf Interview Summary Form for each interview held after January 1 , 1 978 where a matter of substance has 
been discussed during the interview by checking the appropriate boxes and filling in the blanks in neat handwritten form using a ball point pen. Discussions regarding 
only procedural matters, directed solely to restriction requirements for which interview recordation is otherwise provided for in Section 812:01 of the Manual of Patent 
Examining Procedure, or pointing out typographical errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, are excluded from the interview recordation procedures 
below. , .

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portior>pf the file, and lisled-on the "Contents" list on the file 
wrapper. The docket and serial register cards need not be updated to reflect interviews. In a personal interview,.thp duplicate popV^of the Form-is (drrtpived^and given 
to the applicant (or attorney or agerit) at the conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephonic interview, the copy is iSailed tp the applicant's correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not like1yi?efpreLaQ-^IIo\^^ce or if other circumstances 
dictate, the Fpmi should be mailed promptly after the telephonic interview rather than with the next official communication.^ \

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least tfie^'followifig applicable items: 

1 ) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration coriducted, 

2) an identification of the claims discussed, 

. 3) ah Identification of specific prior art discussed, 

4) an identification of the principal proposed amendments of a substantive nature discussed, unless these are already described on the Intewiew Summary 
Form completed by the examiner, 

5) a brief identification of the general thrust of the principal arguments presented to the examiner. The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or 
elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature^ 
or thnjst of the principal arguments made to the examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire tD\ 
emphasize and fully describe those arguments which he feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner, 

6) a general indication of any other pertinent matters discussed, and , 

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the interview unless already described in the Interview Stimmary Form completed by the examiner. 

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete or accurate, the examiner will give the 
applicant one month from the date of the notifying letter or the remainder of any period for response, whichever is longer, to complete the response and thereby avoid 
abandonment of the application (37 CFR 1.135(c) ).
